without the “ glucose’ label required 
by the state of Wisconsin.

States district court, today handed 
down a decision in which he enjoined 
George J. Weigel, W isconsin state 
pure food com m issioner, from apply­ 
ing the state law to the Corn Pro­ 
ducts com pany’s 
m anufactures, or 
FROM 
IN TER FER IN G W ITH ITS 
RETAILERS IN TH E STATE. 
This 
m eans th at the state can not reach 
either the foreign m an u factu rer or 
the local m erchant, and renders the 
state pure food law void excepting 
as to articles actually m anufactured 
in W isconsin and attem pted to be re­ 
tailed here. 
The court takes the ground th at 
the W isconsin law Interferes with the 
label authorized by the federal gov­ 
ernm ent. 
There was no considera­ 
tion of the ch aracter of the product 
or of the police powers of the state, 
the decision tu rn in g exclusively upon 
the interpretation th a t for the pur­ 
poses of the suit th e transaction is 
in terstate 
comm erce 
even in the 
hands of the retailer. 
This ends the long fight of form er 
Pure Food Cornniiwdoner J, Q. Em ­ 
ery to prevent the sale ot glucose in 
Wisconsin as corn syrup. Despite the 
long fight of Dr. Wiley to prevent it, 
the federal law perm its this decep­ 
tion.
